S. R. 0. 76 . — In -exorcise at the powers conferred Ly Section 10 0 1 the Dis- 
placed Persons (Claims), Act 1950 (\L1\ oi 1050) the Centra' Government >s 
pleased to male the following rules, namely — - 

1. Short title — These rides inn's be cubed the Displaced Persons (Registra- 
tion of Claims) Rules, 1050 

2. Definitions.— In these rules — 

(u) “Act” means the Displaced Poisons (OJaim-d Act, 1950 ; 

(b) “Chief Claims Commissioner includes the 1 Joint, Chief Claims 

Commissionei ” 

(c) “fonn ’ means a form specified in Schedule I 

(d) “Schedule” mean 1 - n schedule annexed to these v ules, 

(e) the expressions “elaimb’ and “displaced person” have the meanings 

respectively assigned to them in ihe Act 

8. Submission of Claim.- — (1) A Disp’wd Person may, vdh n three months 
from the date of a public notice inviting clninis, submit a claim in the appro- 
priate form to the Registering Office! of the aiea where such displaced person 
ordinarily resides 

(2) The signature of the Displaced Person on tveiv such claim shall be 
attested by — -

(b) a gazetted officer, or 

(c) a member of Par 1 lament or a State Legislature, or 

(d) a member of a district board a municipal commitne, m an oaths

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(3) Every such claim ahull be presented in poison or through an agent and, 
in the case of a minor or other poison under a disability, through a guardian or 
the next friend 

4. A claim under this rule shall ho accompanied by a Treasury receipt or a 
Grossed Indian Postal Order payub'e to the Joint Chief Claims Commissioner 
for the amount ot the fee, specified m Schedule IJ 

6. Duties of Registering Officers. — (1) Where n Eegisteriug Officer has re- 
ceived a claim under rule 3, he shall scrutinise it and if the claim is in the proper 
form he shall register it m a register lo he called the Register of Claims, 

(2) Where the Registering Officer is of the opinion that the claim is not in 
proper form, he may return it to the displaced person for complying with such 
objections and within such period ns the Registering Officer may, by order, 
specify. 

(3) Where a claim has been represented after compliance with the objections, 
the Registering Officer shall register it in the maimer provided in eub-rulo (1). 

(4) Where a Registering Officer has registered u claim under this rule be 
shall give a reeoipt in respect thereof to the displaced person concerned and 
shall forward the relevant papers to the Chief Claims Commissioner. 

6. Directions by the Chief Claims Commissioner — (1) Tho Chief Claims 
Commissioner inay, from time to time, issue directions to the Registering Offi- 
cers regarding the manner in which they are to discharge thoir functions under 
the Act or those rules and every ^ueh Registering Officer shall carry out such 
directions. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing provision the Chief 
Claims Commissioner may prescribe the qualifications foi appointment of Assist- 
ant Registering Officers.
